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A Bit of History 


Ancient records at Ghent clearly indicate guns were 
made in Flanders as early as 1313 and among them the first 
crude hand cannon, a wrought iron tube bound to a stick, 
Who made the first arquebus is a fa etna ting question that 
may never be answered, yet it is safe to assume it was the 
work of an enterprising armorer with ideas far ahead of his 
time. We do know that for at least two centuries swords, 
armor and guns were made in the same shops by the same 
workmen; the sword makers' marks on early pistols prove 
that, Gunsmithing was founded by men well versed in the 
working of iron and steel, master craftsmen who produced 
such fine pieces their products are displayed in our art 
museums. 

Among the Tyrolians who emigrated to Pennsylvania, 
back in the early seventeen-hundreds, were the master gun¬ 
smiths who settled in and about Lancaster and gradually 
evolved and perfected the long rifle first known as "Penn¬ 
sylvania Irons” They were carried by the emigrants who 
helped Dan 1 ! Boone open the Kentucky Trail and so acquired 
the name they bear today. For the past two hundred years 
American gunsmiths have operated their shops without re¬ 
straint or regulations, none were necessary, because they 
were capable men who deserved the respect and confidence 
of their customers. There are no safer or more servicable 
arms than those produced by American makers, 

"A little knowledge is a dangerous thing.” 

Every art and profession is cursed with "quacks”. After 
the late war pseudo mechanics sought to cash-in on the 
increased interest in shooting by opening ill equipped shops 
and advertising as gunsmiths. They proceeded to fix guns 
so they could never be fixed; ruin fine barrels while mounting 
sights; remodel military arms so they were unsafe to fire; 
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do just about everything that can be done to discredit the 
ancient and honorable craft of gun smithing. The situation 
became so serious something had to be done and the result 
was the American Gunsmiths Guild, an organization that 
protects both the craftsman and the customer. 

This little book represents a year of hard consistent 
work. Every guild member was carefully investigated before 
his application was accepted. We make no pretence of 
listing all good gunsmiths and allied craftmen, merely point 
out those mentioned are entitled to use the guild mark of 
quality. The outline is the "'Birth Star" used to decorate the 
Kentucky rifles made ot Lancaster, Pennsylvania, from 1740 
to 1840; a strong, simple design easily remembered and 
instantly recognizable. Beneath it appears the registration 
number of the guild member which is permanent and will 
never be changed. 

This is the first edition of an annual, each year it will 
be enlarged and improved, and for that reason we will ap¬ 
preciate receiving suggestions and comments that will enable 
us to make the BLUE BOOK more valuable to all concerned.

Who has not heard of T. K. Lee, the man who puts the 
center dots in telescope sights? While he is not a gunsmith 
in the strict sense of the word, few men have contacts with so 
many gunsmiths. He is the designer of the "Tackhole Center 
Dot/ 1 the world s best telescope sight reticule, and his business 
is installing these center dots in telescope sights. Nearly 
every sportsman and shooter knows this but they little realize 
the exacting care and close measurements necessary for 
the proper installation of these dots, measurements so fine 
that it is given to but few men to stay within their limits^ 
He has been installing these reticules for a number of years 
and they are known and approved the world over where - 
ever scope sights are used. Each year the scope sight man¬ 
ufacturers buy thousands of them and each year Mr. Lee 
buys approximately $50,000 worth of scopes and installs his 
reticules in them. 

Mr. Lee designed and perfected the center dot scope reti¬ 
cule and called it the 'Tackhole Dot/ 1 which name is registered 
in the U. S. Patent Office and therefore cannot be used by 
others. However he now has competition in this field, com¬ 
petitors who are trying to steal his idea, even copy his 
literature verbatim as well as his designs, cuts, etc., but 
there is still but one "Tackhole Dot 1 ' and only Lee can install 
it. We have seen some of the imitations and they cannot 
compare in any way ’with the original. While inspecting one 
of these imitations we recalled the following lines from the 
"Mary Gloster" written by Rudyard Kipling in 1894; 

"They copied all they could follow, 
but they couldn't copy my mind, 

And I left 'em sweating and stealing 
a year and a half behind/ 1 
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The lifelong hobby of T. K. Lee has been guns, sights and 
shooting. He began competitive shooting in official matches 
in 1912, and by 1928 he had established a good many world's 
records with rifle, pistol and revolver and some of these 
records still stand. As far back as 1914 he gave exibitions 
on the stage and at fairs and won the title "Tackhole Lee;" 
He has won several score national and sectional champion¬ 
ships with the shotgun at traps and skeet, He has designed 
successful iron sights, new cartridges and types of rifling 
but his greatest interest has been to improve the telescope 
sight, and this has been accomplished with the "Tackhole 
Dot/' Besides being one of the best known sportsmen and 
shooters, he is "One Great Guy." Eech year he answers 
thousands of letters from fellows with shooting problems 
and helps them over the rough spots. Ralph Heberling of 
Spartanburg, South Carolina sumed it up nicely when he 
said, "With rifle, pistol or shotgun, under any and all condi¬ 
tions, T. K. Lee can be depended upon to bring home the 
bacon every time/' f 

The name "Tackhole" was originated many years ago 
by the late Thomas Martin, famous maker of iron sights, 
when he said in a magazine article, "Lee no longer shoots 
at a tack on the barn door, but at the hole the tack made." 
That remark was repeated by the readers and Lee has been 
known as ' Tackhole' 1 ever since.
